Ford Puts Emphasis On Federal Budget Cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford has signaled his readiness to 
accept congressional cuts in the 
defense 
budget 
while 
his 
ad ­ 
ministration seeks to prune spending 
by other agencies in the effort to curb 
inflation. 
Ford gave wage earn ers and 
bureaucrats the same advice for 
dealing with the double-digit inflation: 
tighten your 
belts, 
“watch every 
penny.” 
Administration aides said that as 
part of that belt-tightening process, the 
President would not resist defense 
spending cuts, which originally had 
drawn White House criticism. 
At his first presidential news con­ 
ference, Ford re-emphasized the drive 
to economize as his major inflation- 
fighting weapon, and underscored his 
opposition to wage and price controls. 
“ ... Wage and price controls are out, 
period,” the President said. 
The nationally 
broadcast 
and 
televised news conference Wednesday 
was dominated by questions about 


inflation and about the possible 
prosecution of Richard M. Nixon in the 
W atergate case. 


Ford said he subscribes to what he 
described as the general American 
view that Nixon should not face further 
action. But he said it would be unwise 
and untimely for him to make any 
commitment now on what he will do if 
the tonner president is indicted. 


He also said he will make the final 
decision, and does not rule out the 
possibility of an eventual presidential 
pardon should Nixon be prosecuted. 
“It is an option and a proper option for 
any president,” he said. 
The President said that to deal with 
inflation, the administration already 
has announced plans for a $5.5-billion 
budget cut during the year that ends 
next June 30. 
Ford said that will ease the strain on 
the money m arkets, and in addition “ I 
think it will convince people who might 
have some doubts that we mean 
business.” 


In addition, the administration is 
collecting 
ideas 
from 
labor, 
management, agriculture and other 
areas to prepare for his economic 
summit conference Sept. 27 and 28, he 
said. 


The approach he spumed was wage 
and price controls. Ford said he had 
discussed it with congressional leaders 
of 
both 
parties, 
that 
labor 
and 
management oppose it, and that it 
won’t happen. 


Some Democrats have complained 
that Ford’s budget cutting plans would 
bear 
donw 
on 
dom estic 
social 
programs. But Ford said he wouldn’t 
spare the Pentagon. 
“No budget for any department is 
sacrosanct, and that includes the 
defense budget,” he said. Ford said he 
will insist that the nation remain 
strong militarily. 
“ But if there is any fat in the defense 
budget, it ought to be cut out by 
C ongress or elim inated 
by 
the 
secretary of defense,” he said. “In the 


meantime, all other departments must 
be scrutinized carefully so that they 
don’t have any fat and marginal 
programs are elim inated.” 
The administration is probing vir­ 
tually every’ part of the budget for fat, 
economic coordinator Kenneth Rush 
said in an interview. 


And Roy L. Ash, director of the 
Office of Management and Budget, has 
been trying to ham m er out a bipar­ 
tisan approach to budget cutting. 


This would involve agreem ents in 
advance 
betw een 
congressional 
leaders and the White House on where 
cuts can be made in programs. 
F o rd ’s 
statem en ts 
about 
the 
economy brought a mixed reaction 
from members of Congress. 
Chairman Wilbur Mills of the House 
Ways and Means Committee said he 
agreed with the President that wage 
and price controls cannot be reim ­ 
posed now. But Mills said it is possible 
they will be needed in the future. 
House Banking Committee Chair­ 


man Wright Patm an said he didn’t 
share Ford’s confidence that voluntary 
wage and price guidelines would tame 
inflation, but was willing to give it a 
try. 
On other issues, Ford said: 


Administration economic advisers 
have suggested that if the economy 
worsens the government ought to 
provide more public service jobs. “We 
will approach this problem with 
compassion and action where there is 
a need for it,” Ford said.

Rockefeller to be vice president and 
his statement on amnesty for Vietnam 
war resisters are not “views that fall 
in the political spectrum right or left.” 
Ford said, “ I don’t think I have 
deviated from my basic philosophy nor 
have I deviated from what I think is 
the right action.” 
—“I will probably be a candidate in 
1976.’’ The President called himself 
and Rockefeller a good team, “ but of 
course the final judgment in this 


m atter will be that of the delegates to 
the national convention.” 
—Rockefeller will take over Ford’s 
responsibility of heading the sub­ 
committee of the Domestic Council on 
privacy and will make a significant 
contribution to foreign policy formu­ 
lation. 


—A new attitude from Cuba toward 
the United States and its I^atin neigh­ 
bors could lead to U.S. re-evaluation of 
its policy. “ But before we made any 
change, we would certainly act in 
concert with the other members of the 
Organization of American States,” 
Ford said. 


—It is necessary 
to accelerate 
P roject 
Independence, the plan 
originated by Nixon to make the 
United States independent from im­ 
ported oil. Ford urged more searching 
for oil and gas and said the gov­ 
ernment will expedite the licensing of 
new nuclear reactors and accelerate 
research and development in all fields 
of energy. 
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Explosion Rips 
Chattanooga, 13 
Persons Injured 


CHATTANOOGA, Term. (AP) - 
Half a downtown block was left in 
flaming rubble today after an ex­ 
plosion ripped through a ghetto area — 
leveling two night spots and a church 
— and injuring at least 13 persons. 
“I’m sure that it was not a bomb, but 
I don’t know just exactly what caused 
it,” Fire Chief H arry Jett said of the 
blast. 
Police Chief Jerry’ Pitts said, “There 
were no deaths.” 
The early morning blast was heard 
four miles away. 
A customer at a nearby restaurant 
said the two night spots leveled by the 
blast were open for business at the 
time. 
Erlanger Hospital said it had given 
13 persons em ergency trea tm e n t, 
releasing all but one. 
“There was fire everywhere,” said 
Patrolman Don Weller, one of the first 
at the scene. “The buildings were just 
leveled.” 


“There were three or four people 
scattered in the street, blown out onto 
the street, blown out or carried out,” 
said Police Lt. Herbert Parker. 


The fire was contained to four 
buildings 
but 
the 
flam es 
kept 
emergency workers away from the 
rubble for several hours. 
Fire Chief Harry Jett said the blast 
cut a 209-foot swath of destruction 
through the area. 
The blast destroyed the Starlight 
Lounge, the Cactus Club, the St. Jam es 
Baptist Church and a barber shop. 
The explosion sent splintered bricks 
sailing through the area, damaging 
cars parked on nearby streets. 
“ I’m sure that it was not a bomb but 
I don’t know just exactly what caused 
it,” Jett said of the explosion. 


The buildings hit by the blast and 
fire were two-story brick structures 
with street-level businesses and upper 
level apartm ents. 
Father-In-Law O f M exican 
President Held By Guerillas 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico (AP) - 
Police and troops searched through 
Guadalajara and Jalisco state today 
for the 83-year-old father-in-law of 
Mexico’s president and the guerrillas 
who kidnaped him. 


Officials would not comment on a 
report that the kidnapers demanded 
$1.6 
million 
and 
the 
release 
of 
“political prisoners” in exchange for 
white-haired Jose Guadalupe Zuno 
Hernandez. 


The kidnaping on a busy street in the 
middle of the nation’s second largest 
city was the most daring exploit in a 
long string of guerrilla activities in 
Mexico in the past two years. 


It put President Luis Echeverria in a 
tough spot since he has repeatedly said 
in the past year that the government 
would not negotiate with kidnapers. 
The guerrillas have killed several 
persons when their ransom demands 
were not met. 
The police and the army set up 
roadblocks at m ajor junctions and on 
the 
highw ays 
leading 
out 
of 
Guadalajara after Zuno was seized at 
9:30 a.m. Wednesday at one of the 
city’s busiest intersections, a few 
blocks from the Jalisco state gover­ 
nment headquarters. 
Witnesses said four men arm ed with 
pistols and submachine guns pulled the 
old man and his chauffeur from their 
car, beat the chauffeur to the ground, 
bundled Zuno into another car and 
sped away, spraying the area with tear 
gas. 
One report said notes left in various 
parts of the city identified the kid­ 
napers as m em bers of the People’s 
Armed Revolutionary Front, which 
kidnaped 
U.S. 
Consul-G eneral 
Terrance G. Leonhardy last year. The 
state government denied this, but the 
denial was suspect since state officials 
issued a false denial of a similar report

Guadalajara to be with her family as 
soon as word of the kidnaping reached 
Mexico City. 
Zuno, a veteran m em ber of the left 
wing of the party that has ruled Mexico 
since 1929, was a former mayor of 
Guadalajara and was governor of 
Jalisco state in the mid-1920s. He is a 
retired arm y general and has held 
several appointive government posts 
in the state. 
Two guerrilla groups are known to 
be operating in G uadalajara, 
ap­ 
parently independently. They are the 
Revolutionary Front, which released 
the A m erican consul-general on 
payment of $80,000 and the freeing of 30 
political prisoners, and the 23rd of 
September Communist league. The 
League kidnaped a young millionaire 
and the honorary British consul on the 
same day last October, killed the 
millionaire and released the consul un­ 
harmed, although no ransom was paid.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - The 
chief counsel of the Senate Committee 
on Public Works said Wednesday the 
federal E nvironm ental P rotection 
Agency will ask Congress for $350 bil­ 
lion to enable states to comply with 
1972 Federal Water Pollution Control 
act amendments. 
Barry Meyers, calling the cost figure 
one of the best unkept secrets in 
W ashington, addressed 180 w ater 
experts attending the In tersta te 
Conference on the Environment. 
The deadline for cities to comply 
with the 1972 water pollution act is 
June 30,1977. The federal government, 
in order to aid local governments in 
meeting the deadline would have to 
spend over $350 million per day to 
complete required wastewater and 
storm runoff facilities. 
“The ll deadline will not be m et,” 
said Jam es L. Agee, assistant ad­ 
m inistrator of the U.S. EPA Office of 
W ater and H azardous M aterials, 
another speaker at the conference. 
Agee refused to confirm the $350 
billion figure, but did say Congress will 
be given a large amount. 
Agee said William D. Ruckelshaus, 
former EPA adm inistrator, testified 
before the 1972 legislation was enacted 
that the deadline could not be met. 
Rain Curbs 
State Fair 
Attendance 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Singer 
liza Minnelli gave two performances 
before a packed grandstand Wed­ 
nesday despite dismal weather, but the 
rain otherwise held down attendance 
at the Ohio State Fair. 
F a ir officials said W ednesday’s 
attendance was 125,840, considerably 
less than the 222,092 for the same day 
last year. That put this year’s total so 
far at 1,327,478, or about 42,000 behind 
the 1973 exposition after seven days. 
Miss Minnelli told her audiences she 
was “honored” that they braved the 
drizzle and mud. “You’re terrific,” she 
said. “I can’t thank you enough for 
coming out in this weather.” 
The rain washed out Wednesday’s 
card of harness racing and the seventh 
annual balloon race. 
The harness racing was postponed 
until today, with Wednesday’s feature, 
the $27,500 Director of Agriculture 
Pace, to be cofeatured with the $24,500 
Governor’s Trot. 
The balloon race, which had been 
postponed from Tuesday because of 
poor weather, was canceled, with the 
$3,500 prize money split among the 
seven contestants. 
Fair officials were hoping for im­ 
proved w eather today, 
but 
the 
National Weather Service said more 
rain was likely and possibly could 
continue into Friday.

servation, said the $350 billion is 25 
times greater than the estimate for 
compliance made two years ago. 
Of the $18 billion Congress ap­ 
propriated in the years 1973-75 for 
w astew ater construction, only $9 
billion was allocated with much less 
filtering down to local programs. 
Agee said in fiscal 1975, about $3 


billion will be obligated. “ While it

obligated $1.4 billion in ‘74, it initiated 
$4 billion in federal spending.” 
Agee said the EPA is asking for an 
extension to the 1977 deadline for 
compliance of municipalities, but a 
sim ilar deadline rollback for best 
practicable technology application by 
industry is not going to be recom­ 
mended. 


“ There’s a great deal of sympathy in 
both houses and the administration for 
extending the municipal compliance 
deadline,” Agee said. 


In a morning session Wednesday, 
Warren Fairchild, director of the U.S. 
Water Resources Council, discussed 
the advice the council gave the Ford 
administration on how water quality 
standards would affect the country’s 
energy needs. 
Rain Too Little, Too Late

Too little, too late. 
That’s the consensus about the 
recent rains that fell in the Midwest. 
The experts say the moisture may 
help the soybean crop, but ifs too late 
to do much about ccm. Soybean and 
com are two m ajor grains used to feed 
dairy cows, chickens and beef cattle. If 
the price of feed goes up, so does the 
price of milk, poultry and meat. 
No one is really sure exactly how 
much superm arket prices will rise, or 
when the boost will hit. The govern­ 
ment already has upped its estimate of 
1974 price increases, saying that at the 
end of this year, food will cost about 15 
per cent more than it did in 1973. 
Earlier, the officials estimated a 12 per 
cent jump this year. 
Americans may get a helping hand 
from Europe. 
P etru s 
Lardinois, 
ag ricu ltu re 
commissoner of the European Com­ 
mon Market, announced on Wed­ 
nesday that the m arket will reduce 


purchases of U.S. com and other feed 
grains by about IO per cent in the 
coming year, leaving a greater supply 
for Americans. 
“We think that when you have to cut 
back in your own consum ption, 
especially of com, that it is normal 
that we try also to do in our agricul­ 
tural policy about the sam e,” said 
lardinois, who was in Washington, 
D.C., at the invitation of Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz. 
The next government crop report 
isn’t due until Sept. ll. The last report, 
issued on Aug. 12, said that the com 
crop would be about 4.97 
billion 
bushels, 12 per cent below last year’s 
harvest. 
The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
said Monday that a special midmonth 
review of the situation showed that 
rain during the first half of August 
“did not promote significant gains in 
com production although soybeans 
could benefit from the moisture.” 
State and regional officials con­ 
tacted in an Associated Press survey 


agreed, adding that the rain might 
help prepare the soil for fall wheat 
planting. 
A spokesm an for the M issouri 
Department of Agriculture said farm ­ 
ers in 20 counties have applied for 
low-cost federal loans because of 
damage to crops. 
Neal Gunkel, assistant to the Illinois 
agriculture director, said rains have 
helped the soybeans — which are 
planted and harvested later than com. 
But he predicted that the yield would 
be 15 per cent less than last year. 
Reports from Iowa, the nation’s top 
com producer, showed earlier that 
more than half the crop was destroyed 
in some areas and officials said the 
rain came too late to help farm ers 
recover. 
Raymond Hancock of the Kansas 
Crop and Livestock Reporting Service 
said the rain would help the 1975 wheat 
crop which will be planted this fall and 
needs soil moisture to enable the seeds 
to germinate and grow through the 
winter months.

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Ford Proves Self 
Before Cameras 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford smiles easily, speaks softly and 
talks with his hands. 
Mostly, th at’s what Am ericans 
learned 
from 
watching 
F ord ’s 
television-radio news conference 
Wednesday. 
The big news was that Ford had no 
big news to announce. For the first 
time in more than half-a-dozen years, 
Am ericans 
apparently 
have 
a 
President who is willing to hold news 
conferences for the simple sake of 
opening himself up for questions on 
topics of current interest. 
That was the original purpose of 
presidential news conferences — but 
one never accepted as valid 
by- 
Richard M. Nixon. 
Nixon’s press secretary , Ronald L. 
Ziegler, often said his boss viewed 
question and answer meetings with 
newsmen as opportunities to commu­ 
nicate what he had on his mind. Ziegler 
repeatedly rejected suggestions that 
his boss should be available for ques­ 
tioning regularly, even when he had 
nothing special to say. 
Ford’s press secretary, Jerald F. 


terHorst, says he expects Ford to hold 
news conferences about twice a month, 
but not necessarily before live cam­ 
eras and microphones. 
The contrast between Ford’s news 
conference debut and similar ap­ 
pearances by Nixon was pronounced, 
especially considering the shared 
setting of the White House East Room. 
Nixon used to stand before a blue 
velvet drape hung from iron pipes. So 
far as a TV viewer could see, he might 
have been standing anywhere. 
Ford stood before an open door that 
gave TV watchers a glimpse down the 
carpeted marble hallway leading from 
the East Room to the state dining 
room. 
Ford’s demeanor under hot TV lights

Predigested Food 
Battles Disease

Researchers at the Children’s Hospital

they 
developed has helped extend the lives 
of victims of cystic fibrosis, the 
leading cause of death rn young chil­ 
dren. 
But the program may be halted 
because of prohibitive costs, which has 
until now been provided to the patients 
free. 
Over the past three years, the for­ 
mula has been tested on 30 children 
suffering from CF, aged one month to 
19 years. In patients who previously- 
had been extremely underweight due 
to 
the 
disease, 
many 
showed 
a 
significant weight gain. 
Dr. Robert 
Ingberg, assistan t 
director of the CF clinic at the hospital, 
said some of the patients showed as 
much as a 10-pound weight gain. 
“ One little boy gained six pounds in 
less than five months once he was put 
on the formula,” Dr. Ingberg said. 
“ Before that he gained only one or two 
pounds in a year.” 
Children’s Hospital is one of two 
places in the world to use the formula. 
The other is in Hacclesfield, England. 


It is the only clinic among the IOO CF 
hospitals in the United States to use it. 
Cystic fibrosis is a genetic disease 
affecting the mucous glands in the 
pancreas and lungs. The mucous clogs 
the breathing passages and prohibits 
natural enzymes from digesting food. 
The average lifespan of CF patients, 
Dr. Ingberg said, has been extended 
from months to the late teens. He noted 
the special food is significant in 
treatment of the disease, but that no 
cure is in sight. 


The food has been provided without 
charge to the patients because the 
hospital received the raw material 
free from the Hilner Scientifica and 
Medical Research Co. of Liverpool, 
England. But the company can no 
longer donate the materials because of 
rising costs. 


Mrs. Nelanie Hunt, a nutritionist at 
Children’s hospital said the cost for the 
food would be high and the hospital is 
trying to find a way to finance the 
program. 
“ We would like to be able to continue 
the experimental use of this food 
because it really seems to benefit the 
children,” she said.

protection of United Nations troops. 
The plea was to be made to the 
council this afternoon at a meeting 
called at the request of the Greek 
Cypriots to “ consider the grave 
situation in Cyprus, including the 
refugee problem.” The Greek Cypriots 
claim that 200,000 of their people are 
refugees from the nearly 40 per cent of 
the island that the Turkish invasion 
force has occupied. 
Cypriot Ambassador Zenon Rossides 
also was going to tell the council that 
his government would let the U. N.

Cypriots in the Greek area if the Turks 
would let the U.N. troops protect 
Greeks in the Turkish area. 
The council may also discuss the 
Soviet proposal for an international 
conference on Cyprus attended by the 
15 council members plus Greece, 
Turkey and representatives of the two 
C y p rio t communities.

While 
leaving the next move to Jaworski, 
President Ford has said he will render 
the final judgment in any prosecution 
of his predecessor.

Wednesday, Jaworski and his staff not 
only 
declined comment but 
even 
refused to entertain questions. 
Ford told his news conference he 
subscribes to the view of those who 
hold that Nixon should be spared from 
prosecution in the Watergate case that 
forced him from office. 
Despite that, the President said 
Jaworski “ has an obligation to take 
whatever action he sees f i t ... and that 
should 
include 
any 
and 
all 
in­ 
dividuals.” 
But Ford made it clear that he, as 
President, 
would 
make 
the 
final 
judgment in the case. 
“ I am the final authority,” he said. 
Asked if he would consider a pardon 
for Nixon if legal action wer? taken 
against the former president, Ford 
replied: 
“ Of 
course, 
I 
make 
the 
final 
decision. Until it gets to me, I make no 
commitment one way or the other. But 
I do have the right as President of the 
United States to make that decision.” 
The matter of Nixon’s status as a 
potential defendant in the Watergate 
case was the opening question in 
F ord ’s first news conference as 
President. 
Ford clearly expected it. He had in 
hand for quotation his statement when 
he took office Aug. 9 that he hoped “ our 
former president, who brought peace 
to millions, will find it for himself.” 
Rather than saying directly that he 
thought Nixon should be spared from 
prosecution, Ford chose to state his 
agreement with others who already 
had expressed that view, which he 
described as “ the general view and the 
point of view of the American people.”

Has Ignored 
Shakedown 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — The Dayton 
Journal Herald said today the state 
auditor's office failed to investigate a 
shakedown charge leveled against an 
official of the Bureau of Vocational 
Rehabilitation. 
The newspaper said Clifton 
W. 
Anderson, 
a 
BVR 
employe 
in 
Youngstown, signed an affidavit more 
than two years ago in which he said he 
saw the official solicit funds from a 
man who did business with the agency. 
But the auditor’s office did not 
mention Anderson’s affidavit in its 
report 
of 
BVR 
operations 
in 
Youngstown, the Journal Herald said. 
The copyrighted story said Anderson 
alleged that on Nov. 9, 1971, he wit­ 
nessed Sam uel D. 
Yocco, 
then 
supervisor for an eight-county BVR 
region in northeastern Ohio, solicit 
money from a businessman for a 
“ Christmas Party” fund. 
The businessman, Joseph Gavelli, 
head of a vocational training school in 
New Castle, Pa., acknowledged the 
allegation was “ essentially” true, the 
newspaper reported. 
Anderson said the money was paid to 
keep certain BVR employes “ happy” 
and would ensure Gavelli additional 
business from the bureau, according to 
the newspaper. 
Anderson signed the affidavit on 
June 30,1972, the Journal Herald said, 
and recounted his allegation s in 
August, 1972, to John A. Blum, director 
of the auditor’s Bureau of Inspection 
and Supervision of Public Offices, and 
Robert E. IjeBeau, an examiner in the 
bureau. 
The newspaper said that in a recent 
interview Blum said the auditor’s 
report, published Dec. 27,1973, did not 
mention the incident because the 
alleged shakedown was not pursued 
since there was no evidence that public 
money was involved. 
Blum also said he didn’t conduct an 
investigation because G avelli’s school 
was in another state and outside of his 
jurisdiction, the Dayton paper said. 
Anderson’s affidavit was sent to 
officials of the Rehabilitation Services 
Commission, parent agency of BVR, 
the newspaper said. But the com­ 
mission sent it on to the auditor and 
reportedly withheld any action pend­ 
ing an investigation by the auditor’s 
office.

Cuban Em bargo 
M a y Be Lifted 


W ith U.S. Nod 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Ford 
administration is reassessing the long­ 
standing U.S. policy of support for the 
hemispheric embargo of Cuba, ac­ 
cording to diplomatic informants. 


The policy reappraisal comes in the 
face 
of 
mounting 
hemispheric 
pressure for an end to the diplomatic 
and economic sanctions imposed 
against Cuba IO years ago by the 
Organization of American States. 
Presently, seven of the 23 OAS 
member nations have relations with 
Cuba in violation of the sanctions. 


Costa Rican Foreign Minister 
Gonzalo Facio said on Tuesday there 
are more than enough OAS votes for 
lifting the embargo and he predicted 
its end within two months. 
Sources 
said, 
however, 
that 
American acquiescence on an end to 
the embargo would not necessarily be 
a prelude to a normalization of U.S. 
relations with Cuba. 
Cuban support for revolution in 
Ixitin America — long an irritant to 
Washington — has diminished con­ 
siderably. But Cuba is still a force for 
fomenting anti-American sentiment in 
l^atin America, a strategy that may be 
accelerated as Cuba secures ad­ 
ditional diplomatic footholds in the 
hemisphere. 
Cuba also is one example of the 
limitations of the detente policy 
pursued by the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 
Officials note that detente has not 
produced a moratorium on Soviet 
efforts 
for 
“ anti-imperialist 
upheavals’’ in Latin America and 
other Third World areas. In the words 
of one Moscow theoretician. Cuba is an 
important 
ingredient 
in 
the 
“ development of the revolutionary 
process in I^atin America.” 
Accordingly, diplomatic observers 
here believe a protracted thaw process 
will be required before there can be 
serious talk of an exchange of am­ 
bassadors with Cuba, even after the 
OAS embargo is lifted.

The state paid out $25 million for 
health care claims in July, up sharply 
from July, 1973. 
The federal Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare pays 75 per 
cent of the cost and the state 25 per 
cent. 
Ohio is the first state to adopt the full 
computer system demanded by HEW.

And in doing so he is bound to find 
that those views are not in such full 
ag reem en t with existing policies, 
mainly those of the highly independent 
F ed eral R eserve Board, as was 
suggested 
by the

ministration. 
The fact is that not all America is 
united behind Arthur F. Burns, the Fed 
chairm an, who steadfastly — and 
some say, courageously — adheres to a 
relatively tight money policy as a 
deterrent to inflation. 
The 
President 
will hear 
highly 
respected individuals ask in all in­ 
nocence: How is it that high interest 
rates have failed to restrain prices, 
despite the almost theological belief 
that they do? 
And 
furthermore, 
why 
has 
the 
nation’s housing been sacrificed on 
that altar? Why have the equity 
m arkets been ripped apart for that 
belief? Why has business been denied 
capital and forced to borrow from 
banks'" 
Even if the answers aren’t for­ 
thcoming, the President likely will 
have scored a political if not economic 
victory because he permitted the 
previously sm othered suggestions, 
opinions, frustrations of so many to be 
aired. 
The goals of the summit conference 
scheduled for Sept. 27-28 illustrates the 
failure of past attempts. It reduces the 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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problem of inflation to the essential 
considerations: 
—To “ clarify” the present economic 
condition of the nation, to identify the 
causes of inflation, to consider “new 
and realistic” inflation restraints, to 
define “hardship areas” needing quick 
attention,and to develop a consensus. 
If these are the questions to be an­ 
swered, then it is obvious that those 
now in power feel that little has 
heretofore been answered or maybe 
even understood. 
Perhaps the easiest of the goals will 
be to clarify the present economic 
condition. On that there appears to be 
a consensus, the country, the entire 
trading world, is in a precarious 
condition because of inflation. 
The dilemma facing all these nations 
is that none of the alternatives open to 
them is completely desirable. Further 
inflation might lead to collapse. But 
needed restraint could put economies 
into a tailspin also. 
Agreement on the causes of inflation 
will be difficult to achieve, but the 
discussion itself should be worthwhile. 
Not everyone is convinced, as the 
Nixon administration seemed to feel, 
that excess domestic demand is the 
culprit. 
A large and growing number of 
academicians, 
business 
economists 
and other observers 
believe

factors beyond domestic control are 
largely responsible for rising prices, 
and that the cure isn’t to throw people 
out of work and depress business.

Speaking Of Your Health

Is it routine for all boys to be cir­ 
cumcised at birth? Are there health 
advantages that we weren’t aware of 
years ago? 
My daughter will soon have a baby 
and 
her 
husband 
is 
firm 
about 
believing this should be done. 
Mrs. F.B., Del. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
The advantage of circumcision is 
that hygiene of the penis is easier in a 
circumcised male. 
A condition known as “ phimosis” 
occasionally occurs in uncircumcised 
males. When this exists, the uncut 
foreskin cannot be pushed back easily 
for proper cleaning. 
Many men go through their lives 
without the need for circumcision. 
Their sex life and their capacity to 
have children are in no way affected. 
There should be no hard and fast rule 
that all male babies should be cir­ 
cumcised. However, it is generally 
accepted that this simple procedure is 
of value. 
Many adult males find that cir­ 
cumcision would be helpful to them if 
the hygiene of the penis becomes 
difficult. 
Circumcision is not 
a 
religious 
ritual. 
In some aboriginal tribes, 
where neither the wheel nor the 
ham m er is yet in use, circumcision is 
part of a ritual of puberty. 


An 
interesting 
sidelight 
of cir­ 
cumcision is the fact that it has been 
thought that the reason why Jewish 
women rarely develop cancer of the 
cervix or the uterus is that Jewish 
m ales are always circumcised. 
This 
relationship 
has 
not 
been 
definitely verified scientifically. 
Another strange phenomenon is that 
cancer of the 
penis 
occurs 
less 
frequently in circumcised males. 
I 
believe 
that 
most 
physicians 
consider it advantageous to c ir­ 
cumcise a child in infancy. 


Twice I have been bitten by a 
stingray fish. It took weeks for the hole 
in my toe to heal. Is there any special 
way to treat this bite so that it can heal 
quickly?

Dear Mr. D.: 
The venom of the stingray can be 
removed rapidly with heat applied to 
the bitten part.

The “ hole” you describe was 
probably a small ulcer caused by one 
of the stingray’s spines which may 
have broken off and been left in the toe.

Sirica granted a three-week post­ 
ponement at the suggestion of the U.S.

Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell; and 
Kenneth W. Parkinson and Robert C. 
M ardian, who worked on Nixon’s 1972 
re-election campaign. 
They are accused of trying to con­ 
ceal White House involvement in the 
b urglary at D em ocratic national 
headquarters in the W atergate office 
building here in June 1972. 
Jaworski told the court that Ehrlich­ 
man has “virtually the same access as 
the government” to White House tape 
recordings which he says he needs 
more time to study.

Today, with the help of exercise, love 
and patience from his parents, Jack 
and Sandy Fogle, “J .J .” is beginning 
to see and touch the world around him.

Fogle said. “ He wouldn’t have the love 
he gets with us. He wouldn’t survive.” 
Then some friends told the Fogles of 
a television program about a brain- 
injured girl being treated at a Penn­ 
sylvania clinic. 
The Fogles located the clinic—the 
Institute for Achievement of Human 
Potential in Philadelphia—and spent a 
week there learning about exercises to 
stimulate “J .J .’s” brain. 


“We were told they help 85 per cent 
of the 
brain-injured 
youngsters 
brought to them ,” Fogle said. “ Even if 
they had said 5 per cent, we would 
have tried.” 
Some of the exercise include 
swinging “J .J .” by his legs and arm s 
to teach 
him about 
gravity and 
flashing a light in his eyes to teach him 
about vision, the Fogles said. 


They also help him hang by his 
hands from a bar to limber his arm s 
and improve his chest expansion. They 
give him different things to touch to 
stimulate his sense of feeling. 
When the exercises started, “ J .J .’s” 
arm s were drawn tightly against his 
body. His fingers could not be pried 
open, his head dropped. 
In two months, the Fogles said, the 
child seemed to be able to see shadows, 
his arm s are limber, his fingers open 
and relaxed. 


He rolled over for the first time in 
three years. He can move around in 
bed and his legs are getting more 
limber, the Fogles said. 
Despite rounds with pneumonia, 
bronchitis and a collapsed lung, the 
Fogles said their son is looking better 
and eating better. 
“We were given no guarantees or 
false promises. But we’ve seen the 
improvement and we’re excited about 
it,” Fogle said. 
“He can’t say Daddy, I love you,’ 
but I know he loves m e.”

Would-Be Soviet College Students Feel Pinch 


MOSCOW (AP) —f“ I haven’t done 
much of anything since June,” Valery 
said wearily. “ I’ve spent all that time 
— well most of it — cramming for 
exams.” 
Uke hordes of other 1974 Soviet high 
school 
graduates, 
Valery 
was 
preparing for a crucial series of tests, 
administered nationwide in August, 
which determined whether he would be 
allowed to embark on a higher 
education. 
* 
F or 940,000 students, the pressure- 
ridden exams in four or five subjects, 
culminating IO years of study, ended iii 
triumph. Those students — about 20 
per cent of the high school graduating 
class — were admitted to beginning 
studies at the Soviet Union’s 845 uni­ 


versities and institutes. 
But there were thousands of others 
who either failed or did not score high 
enough to compete with other ap­ 
plicants at the institutions which they 
hoped to attend. 
It’s the college crunch — Soviet 
style. 
A recent Soviet educational study 
said that on the average, higher 
schools accept one of three applicants, 
but the Ivy league schools of the 
Soviet Union, such as Moscow State 
University and the University of 
Leningrad, and some prestigious in­ 
stitutes and art schools have a much 
higher turn-down rate.

Soviet students start preparing for 
the entrance exams as early as three 
years before they actually take them, 
the magazine said. 
“ They do not imagine any other way 
for themselves,” Moskva soberly 
concluded. “ Not all of them know what 
speciality they will study but they have 
taken the institute for granted. 
Parents hire teachers for them who, in 
their opinion, know every question 
usually asked at the entrance exam­ 
inations.” 
The exams, most of which are given 
orally over about a two-week period, 
are more important than the American 
college board tests because they’re the 
prime criterion for college admission. 
Komsomolskaya Pravda, a Soviet 
youth newspaper, has been critical of 
the exam 
process, claiming 
it 
“ sometimes hampers the possibility to 
give an objective assessment of the 
knowledge and capability of young 
people entering institutions.” 
In an effort to overcome this 
problem, a new 
set of entrance 
regulations was issued two years ago 
demanding that students’ high school 
grades and evidence of their work and 
“ conscientiousness” be taken more 
into account. 
The high school admission squeeze 
stems partly from the fact that the 
Soviet Union has taken such giant 
strides in making higher education, 
previously a privilege of the rich, 
available to many more of its people. 
As a result, young people’s ex­ 
pectations that they will go to higher 
schools have risen accordingly. 
For the past few years, the Soviet 
Union has been trying to persuade 
some of its young people to opt for a job 
after secondary school graduation 
rather than try to go on to a higher 
school. 
But, like their American coun­ 
terparts. Soviet youth are increasingly 
shying away from the blue-collar or 
manual jobs and yearn for the prestige 
and the expected good employment

Of the 845 higher education in­ 
stitutions, only 62 are universities, a 
third not more than IO years old. The 
remainder are highly specialized 
institutes, which concentrate on one of 
hundreds of fields, from mechanical 
engineering 
to 
languages 
to 
cinematography. 
But even the universities are 
professional 
schools by 
American 
standards. With strong emphasis on 
sciences and technology rather than on 
general and broad scholarship and 
learning. 
The intense desire for higher 
education has spawned a wide variety 
of abuses in the application procedure. 
The Soviet press is constantly critical 
of the use of political power and con­ 
nections by parents to gain special 
privileges for their children. 
Because tuition and dormitory 
lodging are free, 
students aren’t 
hampered as much by finances in 
getting an education in the Soviet 
Union as they are in some countries. 
About 75 per cent also receive a 
government stipend, ranging from 40 
rubles upwards, but in most cases, ifs 
not enough to cover all expenses. Most 
students still receive money and food 
packages from their parents. 
Despite official Soviet insistence 
that education is equally available to 
all, the majority of higher education 
students are children of white-collar 
workers made up 59.6 per cent of the 
total number of students, despite the 
fact that group comprises only about 
21 per cent of the population.

Butz Curbs Fears

WASHINGTON (AP) — Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz has been telling 
the world for weeks not to panic 
because of the drought-reduced U.S. 
corn crop, and apparently his advice is 
working. 


I^ast week Japan told Butz it will 
need IO per cent less livestock feed 
grain from the United States next 
year, and now the European Common 
Market says the same. 


The European situation was laid out 
on Wednesday by Petrus I^ardinois, 
the 
m arket’s 
commissioner 
of 
agriculture. He estimated that cut­ 
backs in livestock production in the 
coming year will mean about IO per 
cent less corn and other feed grain will 
be needed from the United States. 


But I^irdinois, who appeared at a 
news conference w ith Butz, said higher

But real or imagined, there is a 
threat of U.S. export controls to con­ 
serve grain for American users. Butz 
has used the “no reason for panic” line 
repeatedly as an assurance that export 
controls are not needed and that 
enough grain and other food exists to 
get the United States by another year. 
The purchase cutbacks by Japan and 
Europe are a source of comfort to Butz 
who believes those actions reinforce 
his opposition to export controls. In 
any other circumstance, however, a IO 
per cent loss of the two big farm 
markets would have disturbed Butz 
deeply. 


Judge Puts 
Candidate 
On Ballot 


COLUMBUS, Ohio < AP) - A federal 
court judge ruled Wednesday that a 
congressional candidate should be 
restored to the ballot even though his 
personal campaign expense report 
arrived after the deadline. 


Secretary of State Ted W. Brown 
said the decision would have “nothing 
to do whatsoever” with the case of 
State Sen. Donald E. “Buz” Lukens. 


Lukens, R-4 Middletown, was barred 
from seeking public office for five 
years under Ohio’s old law. It enables 
him, however, to fill out his term. 


Lukens’ expense statement was 
postmarked 12 days late, Brown said. 
He said the circumstances involving 
William Mack, a Republican who won 
the nomination to Congress in the 21st 
District were different. 


Brown ruled Mack off the ballot, 
claiming his statem ent was not 
received before the June 21 filing 
deadline. 
U.S. District Judge William K. 
Thomas said Ohio law was vague on 
the issue, saying the deadline could 
refer either to the time the report was 
mailed or the date it was received. 
In Lukens’ case, the senator con­ 
tended he had mailed an earlier report 
that the Butler County Board of 
Elections said it never received. 
A new law that went into effect last 
month eliminates the “can’t run” 
provision from the law, but places a 
monetary fine upon violators.

WEST CHESTER, Ohio (AP) - 
Police Chief William Noland of the 
Union 
Township announced 
his 
resignation Wednesday, effective Sept. 
9, citing “slanderous” allegations, 
lack of support and harassment. 
“I feel this is the only recourse open 
to me under the circumstances,” 
Nolan wrote the township’s trustees.

Costly 'Pants' 
Cut Damage 
To Heart 


CLEVEUVND, Ohio < AP) - A very 
expensive “ pair of pants" being tested 
at Metropolitan General Hospital may 
reduce damage to the heart muscle 
after a heart attack, cardiologist said 
Wednesday. 


The $31,500 pants device is used to 
reverse the pressure in large blood 
vessels in the body, Dr. Martin Broder 
said. 


Dr. Broder, principal investigator 
for the project, said the pants squeeze 
the patient's legs when the heart 
relaxes and relaxes pressure when the 
heart pumps. 
Dr. Broder said the pants are used ll 
of the first 84 hours after a patient is 
admitted to the hospital. 
He said the treatment is not as 
hazardous as the catheter method, in 
which a balloon tip is inserted in ar­ 
teries, it is not as efficient. 
“ This cuts down on work the heart 
has to do and possibly increases flow of 
blood to the coronary (heart > ar­ 
teries,” Dr. Broder said. "These ac­ 
tions assist the heart.” 
More than 90 patients have been 
tested in studies here and in other 
hospitals, Dr. Broder said.

M atuszak Curbed 
From WFL Action

John Matuszak has snuffed out 
screen pass, counteracted trap plays 
and smashed through double blocks, 
but he couldn’t come up with anything 
Wednesday night to stop the wheels of 
justice. 
The Texas authorities may be late, 
but eventually they’ll get their man. 
Wednesday night, it happened to be the 
mammoth Matuszak, who made one of 
the shortest — but most dramatic — 
jumps in professional football history 
earlier in the day. 
M atuszak, a 6-foot-8, 285-pound 
defensive giant, found a loophole in his 
contract with the Houston Oilers and 
drove through it, winding up in the 
camp of the Houston Texans of the 
World Football league where he 
signed a multi-year contract. 
Matuszak, a former Tampa All- 
American who was the No. I NFL draft 
pick in the. 1973 collegiate draft, en­ 
tered the game early in the first 
quarter. 
“We 
wanted 
to serve 
it 
(the 
restraining order} before Matuszak 
got on the field,” Oiler owner Bud 
Adams said, "but they left the sheriff’s 
office too late to issue it before the 
game started.” 
After a defensive series in the second 


period, Matuszak, escorted by Texans’ 
owner Steve Arnold, walked down the 
sidelines where he was served the 
restraining order by sheriff’s deputies. 
The order sidelined Matuszak for the 
rest of the game and, according to his 
lawyer, Gary Koposta, would keep him 
inactive until a hearing Sept. 5. 


Matuszak spent the rest of the game 
on the bench and watched the Texans 
beat the New 
York Stars 
14-11, 
equalling the number of victories he 
watched the Oilers pick up rn 1973. 
Elsewhere in the WFL the Memphis 
Southmen downed the Florida Blazers 
26-18, the Southern California Sun 
trounced the Portland Storm 45-15 and 
the Philadelphia Bell beat the 
Detroit Wheels 27-23. 


While the legal battle raged on the 
sidelines, quarterback Mike Taliaferro 
guided the Texans to one of their most 
productive performances of the sea­ 
son, reversing a 43-10 loss to New York 
last week. 
Taliaferro tossed two touchdown 
passes, the first one going to tight end 
Willie Frazier in the first quarter. 
The game-clincher came early in the 
fourth period when Hick Eber eluded 
the Stars secondary and caught a 25- 
yard touchdown pass all alone in the 
end zone. 
Landry Goes After 
Divisional Crown 


DALLAS (AP) — Tom Landry has 
always said he loves a challenge and 
he's got it this year, his 14th as the only 
coach the Dallas Cowboys have known. 
He has worked rookies and veterans 
hard at the Thousand Oaks, Calif., 
training camp, starting daily with a 
dawn run over a small mountain 
dubbed "The Hill.” Assistant coach 
Mike Ditka leads the group and 
laundry tags along behind to tongue- 
lash stragglers. 
Anyone not putting out gets the gate, 
like wide receiver Otto Stowe. 
There are several reasons I^andry is 
driving himself and his players harder 
than at any time Cowboy observers 
can remember. 
—I^andry has five players on his 
team who are lame ducks, waiting to 
join World Football league clubs: 
Calvin Hill, Hayfield Wright, Jethro 
Pugh, D.D. I^ewis, and quarterback 
Craig Morton. 
—Stowe and running back-receiver 
Mike Montgomery are gone and must 
be replaced. 
—laundry is proud of his team ’s 
record of eight consecutive National 
Football League playoffs. 
—laundry felt the Cowboys had a 
good enough team to be in the Super 
Bowl last year but unraveled in the 


clutch. 
"The key thing for us is to reach the 
performance level we had toward the 
end of last season,” says Landry. “If 
we can start out that way in September 
and sustain it, we’ll have an excellent 
chance of reaching the playoffs.” 
In the backfield will be Hill and 
veteran fullback Walt Garrison. 


The wide receiver is secondyear 
man Drew Pearson, a free agent 
sensation last year after Stowe broke 
an ankle. Bob Hayes is expected to 
hold down the other receiver spot but 
Golden Hichards could change the 
ranking because of a tremendous 
preseason. 


The offensive line is rated one of the 
finest in the NFL. Guards Blaine Nye 
and John Niland, tackles Wright and 
Halph Neely and center John Fitz­ 
gerald provide I^andry with con­ 
sistency. Tight ends Billy Joe DuPree, 
Jean Fugett and rookie Ron Howard 
are solid. 
Defensively, the Cowboys have No. I 
draft choice Ed "Too Tall” Jones, an 
end from Tennessee State, who has 
sparkled in preseason games with his 
quickness. laundry hopes to move 
Jones alongside tackle Bob Lilly, who 
lias recovered from a 1973 injury.

Reds Edge Philadelphia, 4-3 


PHIIj\DELPHIA (AP) 
- First 
place by Sept. 12 is Sparky Anderson’s 
goal for his embattled Cincinnati Reds. 
Why Sept. 12? someone asked An­ 
derson after his Reds had edged the 
Philadelphia Phillies 4-3 on pinch- 
hitter Terry Crowley’s eighth inning 
run-scoring double. 
“I got a reason,” retorted Anderson. 
"I’m not saying now what it is. If we 
catch them ( I ais Angeles Dodgers) I’ll 
tell you at the end.” 
Although his Reds are playing ex­ 
cellent ball and keeping right on the 
tail of the leading Dodgers in the two- 
team fight for the National league 
West championship, Anderson speaks 
cautiously. 
, “They have a big advantage, four 
games in the loss column,” explained 
the Reds’ skipper. 
“We got to get a little closer before 
our head-to-head games,” Anderson 
said. "I hope Pittsburgh can take two 
out of three from them this weekend.” 
The Reds will be home entertaining 
the Montreal Expos while the Dodgers 
are battling the red hot Pirates, who 
have surged ahead in the Eastern 
Division. 
“We’re going to have to streak,” 
Anderson declared. “But we’re going 
home and Joe Morgan should be back 
in the lineup Friday.” 
Morgan, the Reds’ All-Star second 
baseman, has been out four days with 
injured hands. He hurt one in Montreal 
over the weekend and the other diving 
into second against Philadelphia 
Monday night. 


“This has been great, giving Joe four 
days rest and still being able to win," 
Anderson noted. 
The 17-year-old Crowley, hitting only 
.239, said he was lucky to hit the ball, 
let alone get a game-winning double. 


"I lost sight of it on the way to the 
plate,” he confided in the noisy Reds’ 
dressing room. “I didn’t see it again 
until it was almost at the plate, about 
three feet away.” 
Crowley, acquired by Cincinnati last 
spring as a pinch hitter, said he didn’t 
even get a full swing at the two-strike 
pitch thrown by reliever Hon Schueler. 


"If it wasn’t two strikes I wouldn’t 
even have swung at the pitch,” 
Crowley said. "I took a short, choppy 
swing, sort of like you do on a hit and 
run." 
Schueler retired the first two Reds in 
the eighth. Then Darrel Chaney, hit­ 
ting .188, singled. Crowley ripped his 
double and the Reds were home free. 


Ed Kirkpatrick’s two-run double in 
the lith inning fired the streaking 
Pittsburgh Pirates to a 3-1 victory over 
the San Francisco Giants. The win was 
the sixth in a row for the East Division 
leaders.

NEW YORK (AP) - The

coverage of Evel Knievel’s 
rocket-pow ered leap over 
Idaho’s Snake River Canyon 
is downright grim today. The 
networks don’t plan any live 
coverage. 
The Idaho I^and Board held 
an auction Wednesday for 
rights to televise the great 
leap from state property on 
the north side of the canyon, 
where 
Knievel 
intends 
to 
land. It received no bids. 
CBS 
Sports 
withdrew 
a 
tentative offer of $50,000 it 
had made on Tuesday, lest 
Top Rank, Inc., promoter of 
the leap, carry out its threat 
to cancel the whole thing if 
live TV coverage is allowed. 
Top-Rank, a 
New 
York- 
based firm which plans to 
show the jump live on closed­ 
circuit theater television , 
says it has paid Knievel $6 
million to cover the leap and 
wants to protect 
its in­ 
vestment. 
Knievel has leased private 
land on the south side of the 
canyon as his take-off point, 
but Top Rank isn’t allowing 
live TV coverage from there. 
The jump is scheduled for 
Sunday, Sept. 8. 
Robert Wussler, head of 
CBS Sports, said discussions 
were held with Top Rank 
officials until late Tuesday 
night and early Wednesday 
and 
they 
reiterated 
their 
threat to cancel if CBS stayed 
in. 
He 
said 
the 
company’s 
execu tiv es 
“ were 
really 
getting a lot of heat from 
theater owners across the 


country and they had a very 
tender situation on their 
hands.” 


He said he finally decided 
Wednesday morning to pull 
out of the state bidding 
‘‘because it got to be a larger 
issue than it ever should have 
become. But we’ve had an 
interesting time in the last 48 
hours.” 


An NBC spokesman said his 
network turned down a Top 
Rank offer which, for $25,000. 
would have let NBC film the 
leap from the takeoff point, 
provided it didn’t air the film 
until ll p.m. that night. 


Wussler said no similar 
offer w as m ade to CBS 
Sports. 


Ironically, ABC, which has 
given Knievel considerable 
national publicity, is airing a 
special next Thursday night 
about his leap, and is han­ 
dling the elosed-cireuit TV 
production 
for 
Top 
Rank, 
says it still is negotiating with 
the company 
for delayed- 
showing television rights. 


Although 
Top 
Rank 
threatens m assive lawsuits 
against anyone seeking to 
make what it calls “illegal 
broadcasts” 
of the event, 
there is nothing to stop TV 
crews from covering it with 
long lenses from the canyon’s 
north side.

Economic 
Indicators 
Show Rise 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
government’s measure of future 
trends in the economy rebounded in 
July on the strength of an improved job 
picture and labor costs, the Commerce 
Department reported today. 
The department said its index of 
leading indicators pushed up by 1.8 per 
cent over June, when the index 
recorded its only drop so far this year, 
a six-tenths of I per cent decline. 
The Commerce Department said the 
strongest upward pressure came from 
the cost of labor involved in produc­ 
tion. The price-labor cost ratio im­ 
proved by 3 per cent in July, meaning 
$10 worth of labor produced $11.70 
worth of goods, compared to $11.36 in 
June. 
New claims for unemployment 
benefits shrunk to 282,000 in July, the 
lowest level since November. 
Other improvements were reflected 
in a longer average work week, in­ 
creased orders for durable goods, 
increased spending on factories and 
equipment and higher prices for in­ 
dustrial materials. 
Exerting a downward influence on 
the index were declining stock prices 
and a dip in the number of building 
permits issued. 
The over-all index is designed to 
foreshadow future trends in the 
economy, but economists debate 
whether it is accurate. The index has 
moved steadily upward since 1973, 
although it was relatively stationary 
late in the year just prior to two con­ 
secutive declines in the nation's total 
output of goods and services.

CI.EVELAND, Ohio (AP)— Actress 
Elizabeth Taylor will star 
in a 
multimillion dollar musical based on a 
fairy tale in the first joint Soviet- 
American film, an official of Tower 
International said Tuesday. 


The film will be “ The Bluebird,” 
from the Maurice Maeterlinck classic, 
said Clara Reece, a senior vice 
president. 
She said a deal has been completed 
on the production and the two coun­ 
tries would split the costs. She declined 
to estimate the total cost. 
The Soviets are to supply the 
location and studios. Most of the actors 
will be American, she said. 


The production is scheduled to be 
released late in 1975. 
“ The highest government level” in 
the U.S.S.R. is involved in the project, 
she said. “The Russians are anxious to 
make a good job.” 
She said the Soviets can be expected 
to carry out the terms of the contract 
to the letter. She said she has to keep at 
the Americans who are accustomed to 
dealing much more casually.
